Sister seeking 
closure in Loretta 
Saunders killing 


Preliminary hearing. 

Audrey Saunders trying 
to get to Halifax in time 
to hear story unfold 


The sister of Loretta Saunders 
says she needs to hear the de¬ 
tails of her sibling’s murder in 
order to gain closure. 

Lorretta was a pregnant 
Inulc woman living in Hali¬ 
fax when she was killed Feb. 
13. Her body was found on 
the Trans-Canada Highway in 
Moncton two weeks later. 

Loretta’s roommates, Blake 
Leggette, 26, and his girlfriend, 
Victoria Henneberry, 28, have 
been charged with first-degree 
murder. 

“I go to bed at night; I can’t 
sleep properly,” Audrey Saun¬ 
ders said Thursday by phone 
from St. John’s. “I’m having all 
these different dreams, like, 



‘What happened to her?”’ 

Audrey will be looking for 
those answers at the prelimin¬ 
ary inquiry in Halifax, which 
starts Monday. 

That’s where the family will 
hear details of the murder in¬ 
vestigation for the first time. 

“I just hope that I go and I 
get closure and I get this night¬ 
mare out of my head,” she said. 

She recounted fond mem¬ 
ories of when she was a 13-year- 
old babysitter to her three-year- 
old sister Loretta. 

As an adult, Loretta helped 


Audrey apply for nursing 
school at Memorial University, 
putting expenses on her credit 
card. But Loretta’s death led to 
Audrey dropping out of school. 

She is unemployed, and 
finding the money to travel to 
Halifax with her six-year-old 
daughter Mariah is difficult. 

She is selling bracelets to 
raise money, and asking for do¬ 
nations, to help cover her $300 
travel expenses. 

If Audrey is unable to at¬ 
tend, her father will be the 
only family member in the 
courtroom. 

Loretta’s mother, a brother 
and another sister have been 
called as witnesses and are not 
allowed to hear the court pro¬ 
ceedings. 

“Some parents, they don’t 
get to buiy their kids. They’re 
missing,” said Audrey. “I feel 
like I’m lucky that there will be 
justice for her, that we found

Teen charged in 
cross-border 
child luring case 

A 19-year-old Dartmouth 
man is facing charges 
after allegedly sending 
sexually explicit photos 
of himself to a 12-year- 
old girl in Maryland. 

Richard Malcolm 
Coakley is also alleged 
to have been planning a 
trip to Maryland to meet 
the girl, according to 
Halifax Regional Police 
spokesman Const. Pierre 
Bourdages. 

Local police were 
alerted to the situa¬ 
tion in late May by 
law enforcement from 
Harford County, an area 
northeast of Baltimore. A 
subsequent investigation 
ended on July 11 when 
police say Coakley was 
arrested at an apartment 
in Dartmouth. Comput¬ 
ers were also seized at 
that time. 

“This sort of cross-bor¬ 
der investigation doesn’t 
happen every single day,” 
Bourdages said. “We 
received tremendous 
cooperation from law en¬ 
forcement in the United 
States.” 

Bourdages said cases 
that cross national bor¬ 
ders can be complicated 
and generally take more 
time to resolve than 
those that are strictly lo¬ 
cal. “There are different 
laws and processes to 
work through, and that 
takes time,” he said. 

Coakley is scheduled 
to appear in Dartmouth 
provincial court on Aug. 
12 and will face charges 
of possession of child 
pornography, invitation 
to sexual touching and 
three counts of luring a 
child.

Even as it continues to grow, 
Pride in Halifax remains more 
about inclusion than growth. 

The 27th annual Halifax 
Pride Festival is the fourth 
largest in Canada with over 
100 volunteers, and dozens of 
events from July 17 to 27. 

“There’s been such an 
explosion of growth in the 
last five years,” board chair 
Ramona Westgate said Thurs- 
day. 

“It’s almost doubled every 
couple of years, our num¬ 
bers.” 

But Westgate said it’s not 


necessarily important to keep 
growing. 

“It’s not the size of the fes¬ 
tival, or the number of events, 
but what kinds of demograph¬ 
ics we can reach,” she added. 

“We don’t want to neces¬ 
sarily add new events. We 
want to attract different 
demographics, and appeal to 
different demographics and 
represent different demo¬ 
graphics.” 

There are five new events 
this year in an effort to attract 
different crowds. 

New events include OUT 
Best In Show, Pride’s Jolly- 
tails, the All-Bodies Swim pre¬ 
sented by Trans Connects, and 
the OutLOUD’s night of disco- 
punk and epic loud bands at 
Michaels. 

“So looking at the gender- 
vaiying demographic and the 
youth demographic, these are 
two areas where we wanted to 


have these events for a long 
time,” said Westgate. “It’s not 
something that we just decid¬ 
ed to do this year. It is some¬ 
thing we have strived for, for 
a few years.” 

Long-time attendees of 
Pride will also be able to enjoy 
some well-loved standards. 

The packed 10-day sched¬ 
ule that kicked off Thursday 
includes the Dykes vs. Divas 
softball game and Cosmic 
Drag Queen Bingo. 

There are lectures, music 
and theatre, ceremonies and 
vigils. 

“There’s something signifi¬ 
cant and meaningful to us, 
for eveiy single one of these 
events,” said Westgate. 

“Try to take in as much as 
you can.” 

The festival officially 
began Thursday with the rais¬ 
ing of the Rainbow Pride flag 
at Halifax City Hall.

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AFN reaffirms calls 
to drop education bill 



Assembly of First 
Nations. Leaders want 
'clear indication' Bill 
C-33 is being withdrawn 


The Assembly of First Nations 
concluded its annual meeting 
Thursday with no sign it is 
budging from its position that 
a contentious aboriginal edu¬ 
cation reform bill needs to be 
dropped, an issue that has put 
it at odds with the federal gov¬ 
ernment. 

After considering various 
counter-proposals to the legis¬ 
lation during their gathering in 
Halifax this week, First Nations 
leaders opted to stay the course 
and continue their call for the 
withdrawal of Bill C-33, the 
First Nations Control of First 
Nations Education Act. 

While the federal govern¬ 
ment put the bill on hold after 
First Nations representatives 
from across Canada flatly re¬ 
jected the changes in late May, 
the assembly’s interim na¬ 
tional chief said that for many 
native leaders, suspending the 
plan fails to go far enough. 

“There needs to be a clear 
indication that the bill is being 
withdrawn,” said Chief Ghis- 
lain Picard. 

“What is even more import¬ 
ant is that the assembly agrees 


there is a process that needs to 
take place, that it be as broad as 
possible and that it be as inclu¬ 
sive as possible.” 

The proposed legislation 
— along with $1.9 billion in 
accompanying funding — 
deeply divides the aboriginal 


community, with some view¬ 
ing it as an opportunity to im¬ 
prove the lives of aboriginal 
children and others dismissing 
it as exerting too much control 
over First Nations affairs. 

The suspension of any 
additional funding for aborig¬ 


inal education while the bill 
remains in limbo has led to 
general frustration among ab¬ 
original leaders. 

“They have a fiduciaiy re¬ 
sponsibility to provide educa¬ 
tion to our kids and they’ve got 
to start changing their attitude 


and be more accommodating 
and work with us,” said Chief 
Ava Hill of the Six Nations of 
the Grand River Territoiy in 
Ontario, who put forward the 
education resolution that was 
ultimately adopted by the as¬ 
sembly. 

“If the (aboriginal affairs) 
minister is serious about doing 
something here, he should be 
open to sitting and meeting 
with us.” 

Aboriginal Affairs Minister 
Bernard Valcourt’s office has 
said the bill will remain on 
hold and no new money will be 
spent until the assembly gets 
behind the legislation. Valcourt 
has also said too much time 
and effort has gone into the 
legislation to start over again. 

Valcourt expressed his own 
frustration earlier this year, 
saying the assembly walked 
away from its agreement with 
the government. 

The assembled chiefs also 
voted Thursday to begin dis¬ 
cussions with the federal gov¬ 
ernment on settling existing 
title claims on a treaty-by- 
treaty basis in the wake of last 
month’s historic Tsilhqot’in 
ruling from the Supreme 
Court. 

“We view that as a victoiy 
for all indigenous nations,” 
said Saskatchewan regional 
Chief Perry Bellegarde.

RCMP charges Mike Duffy 
with fraud and bribery 


Senate scandal. 

Spokesman for PM 
Harper calls suspended 
senator's alleged 
behaviour ‘disgraceful’ 


With his folksy style and pas¬ 
sion for politics, Mike Duffy 
became a household name as 
a veteran television journalist 
— a career that led him to a 
coveted Conservative seat in 
Parliament’s upper chamber. 

All that came crashing 
down Thursday as the RCMP 
laid 31 charges of fraud, 
breach of trust and bribery 
against the suspended sen¬ 
ator. 

The charges involve Duffy’s 
claims for living expenses, 
claims for travel expenses un¬ 
connected with Senate busi¬ 
ness and fraudulent contracts, 
said the RCMP’s assistant com¬ 
missioner, Gilles Michaud. 
They also cover a $90,000 pay¬ 
ment Duffy allegedly received

from Nigel Wright, the prime 
minister’s former chief of staff. 

Convictions on the charges 
could result in a prison sen¬ 
tence. The bribeiy count car¬ 
ries a maximum of 14 years. 

Duffy’s first court appear¬ 
ance is set for Sept. 16, the day 
after Parliament is scheduled 


to resume. 

Donald Bayne, Duffy’s law¬ 
yer, said when the full stoiy is 
told, it will be clear Duffy is 
innocent of any wrongdoing. 

“Those — including many 
in the media — who have 
been so eager and quick over 
the past year and a half to ma¬ 
lign and even libel Sen. Duffy 
without his ever having had 
a fair hearing, should slow 
down their rush to judgment 
and let fair process determine 
this matter.” 

The behaviour outlined 
in the RCMP charges against 
Duffy is “disgraceful,” a 
spokesman for Stephen Harp¬ 
er said Thursday. 

“We assisted the RCMP 
throughout their investiga¬ 
tion, and congratulate them 
on the progress they have 
made,” Jason MacDonald said 
in a statement. “Those who 
break the rules must suffer 
the consequences. The con¬ 
duct described in the numer¬ 
ous charges against Mr. Duffy 
is disgraceful.”

Malaysia 
Airlines reeling once again 
months after plane vanishes 


Two Boeing 777s. Two incred¬ 
ibly rare aviation disasters. And 
one airline. 

In what appears to be a 
mind-boggling coincidence, 
Malaysia is reeling from the 
second tragedy to hit its na¬ 
tional airline in less than five 
months. 

On March 8, a Malaysia Air- 
fines jetliner vanished about an 
hour after taking off from Kuala 
Lumpur, spawning an inter¬ 
national mysteiy that remains 
unsolved. On Thursday, the air- 
fine — and the nation — were 
pitched into another crisis after 
the same type of aircraft was re¬ 
ported shot down over Ukraine. 
Ukraine officials said the plane 
was brought down by a missile 
over the violence-wracked east¬ 
ern part of the country. Other 
details were only just begin¬ 
ning to emerge.

for Malaysia,” Malaysian Prime 
Minister Najib Razalc said.

Hamas is ‘ready’. Israeli 
soldiers launch ground 
offensive in Gaza Strip 


The heavy thud of tank shells, 
often just seconds apart, 
echoed across the Gaza Strip 
early Friday as thousands of 
Israeli soldiers launched a 
ground invasion, escalating 
a 10-day campaign of heavy 
air bombardment to tiy to 
destroy Hamas’ rocket-firing 
abilities and the tunnels used 
by militants to infiltrate Israel. 

“There is a tank shell every 
minute,” said an official in 
the Gaza security operations 
room, who said all of the sea¬ 
side strip’s border areas were 
being shelled and that Hamas 
fighters were exchanging 
fire with Israeli troops near a 


northern Gaza town. 

However, a ground offen¬ 
sive could quickly lead to mil¬ 
itary and political entangle¬ 
ments for Israel, especially if 
more Palestinian civilians are 
killed. More than 240 Palestin¬ 
ians have already died in the 
air campaign, including 14 
children under age 12 killed 
over the past two days, accord¬ 
ing to Palestinian health offi¬ 
cials. One Israeli has also died. 

A Hamas spokesman, 
Fawzi Barhoum, said Israel 
“will pay dearly” for the as¬ 
sault. “Hamas is ready for a 
confrontation,” he said.

Ukraine accused pro-Russian 
separatists of shooting down 
a Malaysian jetliner with 298 
people aboard, sharply escalat¬ 
ing the crisis and threatening 
to draw both East and West 
deeper into the conflict. The 
rebels denied downing the air¬ 
craft. 

American intelligence au¬ 
thorities believe a surface-to-air 
missile brought the plane down 
Thursday but were still work¬ 


ing on who fired the missile 
and whether it came from the 
Russian or Ukrainian side of the 
border, a U.S. official said. 

Bodies, debris and burn¬ 
ing wreckage of the Boeing 
777 were strewn over a field 
near the rebel-held village of 
Hrabove in the Donetsk region 
of eastern Ukraine, about 40 
kilometres from the Russian 
border, where fighting has 
raged for months. 

The aircraft appeared to 
have broken up before impact, 
and there were large pieces of 
the plane that bore the red, 
white and blue markings of Ma¬ 
laysia Airlines — now familiar 
worldwide because of the car¬ 
rier’s still-missing jetliner from 
earlier this year. 


There was no sign of any 
survivors from Flight 17, which 
took off shortly after noon 
Thursday from Amsterdam to 
Kuala Lumpur with 283 passen¬ 
gers, including three infants, 
and a crew of 15. Malaysia’s 
prime minister said there was 
no distress call before the plane 
went down and that the flight 
route was declared safe by the 
International Civil Aviation Or¬ 
ganization. 

Ukrainian President Petro 
Poroshenlco called it an “act of 
terrorism” and demanded an 
international investigation. He 
insisted his forces did not shoot 
down the plane. 

Officials said more than half 
of those aboard the plane were 
Dutch citizens, along with pas-

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Petitderc rejoices in chef de mission role 


True champion

Somewhere in Peter Eriksson’s 
house is the letter Chantal 
Petitderc wrote him 25 years 
ago. 

Petitderc was a teenager 
then, and looking for an outlet 
for her athletic interests. But 
as the only person in a wheel¬ 
chair in the Quebec town of 
Saint-Marc-des-Carrieres, with 
a population of about 2,000, it 
wasn’t easy. 

“Her English was really 
poor. She wrote me a letter and 
asked me if I was interested in 


are the same" chantaipetitderc 

coaching her,” said Eriksson, 
who was living in Edmonton 
at the time. 

The competitive fire that 
propelled Petitderc to move 
to Edmonton to train — the 
beginning of what would be 
one of the finest sports careers 
by any Canadian — still bums 
strong in the 44-year-old, Eriks¬ 
son said. That’s why her for¬ 
mer coach feels she was the 
perfect choice as Canada’s chef 
de mission at the upcoming 
Commonwealth Games. 

Petitderc believes she’s the 
first Paralympic athlete to be 


named chef for any multi-sport 
Games. The chef de mission is 
the team leader and spokes¬ 
man for Canadian athletes at 
the Games. 

Petitderc took up sports 
— first swimming and then 
wheelchair racing — within a 
few months of losing the use 
of her legs at the age of 13 
when a heavy bam door fell 
on her. She credits her high 
school phys-ed teacher Gaston 
Jacques with getting her excit¬ 
ed about sports. 

Petitderc went on to be¬ 
come one of Canada’s most 


decorated athletes. She holds 
world records over three dif¬ 
ferent wheelchair distances 
and has raced to 21 Paralympic 
medals including 14 golds. 

She captured five golds at 
both the 2004 Paralympics 
in Athens and 2008 Games in 
Beijing. 

The Commonwealth Games 
remain the only fully integrat¬ 
ed major multi-sport event, 
making her role as chef of this 
team all the more meaningful. 

“As a Paralympic athlete, 
you fight so hard to show and 
prove that being an athlete 
is the same, and the training 
is the same, and the level of 
dedication and work it takes 
to get there are the same,” said 
Petitderc. “To actually have an 
international event that recog¬ 
nizes that fully, it was historic.”
